f you want to read what was happening years 

ago in Dan’s Papers, you might want to sample 
the New York State Historic Newspapers site 
. at nyshistoricnewspapers.org, where, by the 
end of this month, the first 20 years of Dan’s 
Papers will be online and searchable. You can 
find out more about Dwight Eisenhower or the 
Kennedy Assassination. You can read about 
Andy Warhol and the Rolling Stones coming 
to Montauk. Find out when Marilyn Monroe 
summered in Amagansett. 

I mention this because | think we are 
approaching the time when the Sag Harbor 
Board of Trustees rises up to take a stand about 
international affairs. They do it about every 
20 years. I have found documentation for it 
online from the years 1999 and 1981. 

Normally, the trustees concern themselves 
with little pitty-pat things such as dormer 
requirements and school budgets, the number 
of chairs allowed in restaurants or the parking 
hours in certain lots. There was an extreme 
example of this just this past summer. 

A woman named Sara Colleton owns a house 
in the historic district, on Garden Street. The 
houses in the district are small, historic and 
charming, and the one she’d bought was 
so small and charming that she decided to 
overlook the fact that the ceiling in the master 
bedroom was so low she couldn’t stand up 
straight in it. She wanted to fix this. She hired 
an architect to design a two-story addition, 


according to the Sag Harbor Express, but soon 
there were discussions about a height-and-a-half 
really being two heights, so her architect and 
she huddled and came back again with 
something that might be seen as less obtrusive. 
Over eight months, she came back four times 
with plans for ever smaller additions and 
finally, this last week, they seem to have 
worked something out where the _ living 
room can become the master bedroom and 
a small addition in the back could become 
a living room. The new addition would no 
longer require 4,400 cubic feet, but just 
1,458 cubic feet—not square feet, cubic feet— 
and a straw vote, it was reported, showed that 
it would squeak through 3 to 2. 

Now also coming in is the application from 
William Egan, also on Garden Street, who wants 
to put a swimming pool in the front yard. 
The lot is so small it would take all sorts of 
zoning variances to allow it in the backyard 
where a swimming pool ordinarily goes, but 
in the front he believes it could obey the 
rules, Mr. Egan’s lawyer said. Some residents 
are looking askance at this. Driving by 
you'd see a swimming pool (which could be 
blocked by hedgerows if it came to that). 
One person opined that swimming pools 
were not all the rage when the historic 
district was built in the 18th and 19th century 
and he thought it unseemly. Things are 
heating up. 

In 1982, the Trustees of Sag Harbor voted 
unanimously to congratulate President Reagan 


and Premiere Gorbachev of the Soviet Union 
for the joint declaration on disarmament after 
their meeting in Iceland. Sag Harbor joined 
England and West Germany and South Africa in 
heaping praise on the two men. I believe the 
Sag Harbor proclamation was signed by Mayor 
Butz, who was in office around that time. Way 
to go, Sag Harbor! 

In 1999, the Village of Sag Harbor declared 
themselves a nuclear-free community. They 
would handle all situations without resorting 
to nuclear weapons. It would even be illegal 
to transport nuclear weapons through the 
town, unless a permit got approved more 
than 96 hours in advance of the transgression. 
Government officials in North Haven and Noyac 
took note. 

Wait. I just found another Sag Harbor 
international proclamation. In 1990, they 
joined with a United Nations proclamation 
condemning Iraq’s attack on Kuwait. And 
then, a year later, they joined with many 
other countries in condemning Serbia’s attack 
on Croatia. 

So watch for it. Sometime soon, Sag Harbor 
will pop its cork, look out into the world and 
exhort some profundity about international 
affairs. Maybe even turn it into a proclamation. 
They’re about ripe. 

By the way, the ban on nuclear weapons within 
the village prohibited the design, deployment, 
construction, launch, maintenance or storage 
of such things. I wonder if it is still on the books. 
Look out, Kim Jong-un. @& 
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Havana, 2000. Forget about new cars. Cubans can’t even get bug spray!

Those Strange Midnight Attacks in Havana Explained

bout 15 years ago, a few of us here in the 

Hamptons got together and visited Cuba 
through their ministry of cultural affairs. It 
was very difficult to get permission to go in 
those years, and the attitude of the Cubans, 
after nearly 40 years of an American embargo, 
was ambivalent to be sure. For example, at the 
Havana Airport, the customs officials not only 
took forever to go through our bags, they also 
cursed at us, made menacing gestures toward 
us and, when they were done, threw the bags 
back at us. Luly Duke of East Hampton, who’d 
arranged this visit and goes there often, said 
that government officials could be like that 
to Americans, but the rest of the population 
was quite friendly, and this turned out to be 
very true. 

I mention this because a month ago, as 
you know, half of the American mission got 
pulled out of Cuba after undergoing some 
kind of invisible attack in their hotel rooms 
at night. Some reported a high-pitched sound, 
suggesting there could have been other sounds 
so high they could not be heard but which 


could still cause damage. Others had different 
things happen that made them sick. The Cuban 
government denied responsibility for the 
attacks and suggested they were made up. In 
retaliation, America had the Cuban embassy 
staff in Washington cut in half, to match the 
reduction in Havana. 

Then, a few days ago, the Associated Press 
published an exclusive story about an American 
tourist named Chris Allen, who suffered similar 
weird things happening in a Havana hotel room 
at night that made him very ill. When he got into 
bed, his feet and ankles began to tingle. Then 
his thighs and trunk and up to his head. He got 
out of bed and found the tingling and numbness 
went away, but when he got back in bed, the 
assaults returned. He was staying in a room on 
an upper floor at the Hotel Capri, the very hotel 
where the American diplomats were assaulted. 
And all this happened to Allen two years ago, 
long before what happened recently. 

The assault was so intense, Allen took a 
plane home as soon as he could, and, as the 
symptoms came back, then went away and 
came back again, he went to various doctors, 
who took blood samples, did brain scans, MRIs,

X-rays and other tests, but none could ever 
figure out what was wrong—just as no doctors 
have yet to be able to figure out what went 
wrong with our diplomats. And so Allen went to 
the press with his medical findings to show he 
was not making this up. 

The Associated Press also says that other 
tourists have had similar symptoms after having 
been in Havana, and are now reporting them— 
which, as you might imagine, got me thinking 
that, well, did I have things happen like that? 

Yes, I did. I had a single room on the 5th floor 
of the Hotel Sevilla right downtown. This is an 
old hotel that was frequented by gangsters in 
the 1930s (as was the Capri). The attacks came 
on the very first night right about midnight. 
In bed, it felt as if I were being bitten by bugs, 
and it was so bad I called down to the desk to 
ask someone to come up with some sort of bug 
spray. It was clearly when I was in the bed. Not 
in the bed, waiting for the cleaning person to 
come up, I was not being bitten. 

The cleaning woman arrived with a spray 
bottle with some orange liquid in it. But she 
explained that, with the embargo on, there was 
no bug spray available, (Continued on next page)

so they were making do as best they 
could. I also noticed that there were 
no bug bites on my body. She told 
me | was being bitten by no-see-ums, 
which is what hotel people all around 
the Caribbean tell you is the case when 
you feel bitten but don’t see anything. 
I then asked for a mosquito net, and 
she said they come right through the 
netting, and anyway they had no netting 
because of the embargo. I then asked 
to be put in another room, and she said 
it would be the same thing elsewhere, 
too. Then she sprayed here and there 
and particularly on the bed, but in small 
amounts to show that even without 
proper bug spray they had to husband 
what they did have.

of that night and on all subsequent nights 
in bed at that hotel, with no apparent bite 
marks to show for it. Cuba was so fascinating, 
I just lived with it. I made no attempt to get 
home. I mentioned it to the others. Nobody else 
was getting bit like this. So I thought, well, it’s 
just that room, but they’re not moving me. 

Now I am _ wondering—was I really 
being bitten, or was this an assault by a 
government agent against an American 
journalist? The others in our group were 
environmentalists, philanthropists, or 
academics. 

At the time, relations were particularly bad 
with America. Just a block away on the second 
day we were there, Fidel made a fiery six-hour 


speech condemning America to about 5,000 
Cubans packed into a park in front of the 
Swiss embassy, where there was an American 
interest diplomatic unit guarded by a company 
of American marines. I'll bet you didn’t know we 
had American marines down there. But we did. 
Maybe two dozen or so at the Swiss mission. 
During our time there, on a day there was no 
demonstration, we visited the Swiss mission 
and met the Marines. They were having a 
volleyball game and barbecue that evening. 
They invited us and I sure wanted to-go, but 
Luly, our leader, had us visiting an art gallery 
at the tenement walk-up of a German business 
executive, where we saw a display of all sorts of 


household objects, such as can openers, 
creatively made from empty tin cans. 
Cubans had picked tin cans from the 
trash to make can openers because they 
had no regular can openers. Everything 
was because of the embargo. 
So what do I think? I think it was 
probably no-see-ums. But maybe it was 
the same sort of thing going on now. 
Maybe it was the Cuban government’s 
secret assault. Or, alternately, maybe it 
was a kind of mass hysteria. One person 
gets this weird attack, so then everybody 
else imagines themselves getting it. 
= Maybe it was what happens to a building 
= when everything is run down and shabby 
for lack of repair material, and something 
8 went wrong with the hotel pipes unknown 

to any earthly government. Maybe it was 
aliens. In the movies, you see aliens with 
ray guns doing this sort of thing all the time. 

Finally, maybe it’s the North Koreans. You 
know, it’s been in the news that North Korea is 
not only assembling a nuclear arsenal against 
America, they are also assembling an estimated 
1,000 internet hackers who will. soon, it is 
believed, be able to attack our very vulnerable 
internet economy. And when that happens? You 
can say I told you so. But I wonder. With the 
biggest and most powerful internet companies 
in the world, why aren’t we putting together a 
100,000-person hacking unit able to take down 
any enemy’s internet at the press of a button? 
All we hear about is how easy it is to attack us, 
not the other way around. &

hat do Cortland, Empire, Fuji, Gala, Golden 

Delicious, Honeycrisp, Jonamac, Macoun, 
Mutsu, Mystery and Red Delicious all have in 
common? Yes, they’re all different kinds of apples, 
but, more specifically, you can pick them all at the 
Milk Pail’s U-Pick orchard on the South Fork in Water 
Mill. And they’re all quite tasty. And one a day keeps 
more than just the dentist away—apples reduce the 
risk of developing cancer, hypertension, diabetes 
and heart disease. 

Milk Pail U-Pick grows more than 20 apple varieties. 
Throughout the months of September and October, 
their dwarf apples trees prove the perfect height for 
all ages of apple pickers.

Lasata, “Place of Peace,” sold in two pieces

Misc accomplished! Just 10 days ago, we 
reported that part of Lasata, a four-acre empty 
parcel of it, was in contract. The other part of the 
property, seven acres plus the house, had had its 
price dropped to $30 million. Now this part, too, is 
in contract. 

The entire estate sold quickly, in about five months, 
because the sellers kept lowering the asking price. 
That’s how you accomplish a sale if you’re serious. 

This former Bouvier estate on Further Lane in 
East Hampton was the childhood summer home 
of Jackie Kennedy Onassis. Lasata debuted on the 
market in May for $52 million. That was the price 
for the house and all 11 acres of land. The price 
was cut in June by $5 million, then in September, by 


another $5 million, then again another by $5 million. 

Lasata (which means “place of peace”) was built 
circa 1915 in the Arts and Crafts style. The patriarch 
of the family that produced such disparate characters 
as Jackie Kennedy Onassis, Little Edie Beale, and Lee 
Radziwill, was John Vernou Bouvier, Jr. (aka “The 
Major”), a successful lawyer who married an heiress. 
He purchased Lasata in 1925. Young Jackie spent 
summers at the house, showing her dogs in East 
Hampton and jumping ponies, and she continued to 
love the place even after it was sold following The 
Major’s death. 

The house, repped by Susan Breitenbach at 
Corcoran, Carol Nobbs and Eileen Oneill at Elliman, 
and Peter Turino at Brown Harris Stevens, was 
restored by its current owners when they purchased 
it 10 years ago, along with its guest house, pool house

and garage. They have respected the house’s original 
Arts and Crafts style using vintage Tiffany lighting 
and Stickley furniture in the kitchen. The fine old 
grounds, with rolling green lawns and mature trees 
including linden, London planes, cork and American 
elm trees, are a fitting setting for the house. 

The house boasts 10 bedrooms, 10 baths and two 
half baths in 8,500 square feet. Not enough space? 
There’s a one-bedroom guesthouse, two-bedroom 
pool house and a detached three-car garage. 

Congratulations to the sellers, the agents and, 
most of all, the new buyers. If anyone has any news 
on who is purchasing Lasata, you know where to 
reach us!

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The Famous Grey Gardens Is

ty, ally Quinn, owner of the fabled Grey Gardens 
in East Hampton, has accepted an offer on the 
property. The last asking price was $18 million. The 
exciting news? Quinn’s also going to be holding a 
yard sale of the home’s furnishings, including “the 
pieces she discovered in the attic when she bought 
the place.” (On the day of the sale, that tall lady 
knocking other people away from the choice pieces 
will be yours truly.) 

Grey Gardens is not only one of the most famous 
estates in East Hampton, it’s also one of the loveliest, 
with a truly stunning exterior and summery, old- 
school-elegant interiors. When the property was 
listed last February, it went on the market for the 
first time in almost 40 years. Agents were Corcoran’s 
Michael Schultz and Susan Ryan, who listed the place 
at $20 million, and then $2 million was knocked off 
the price in April. 

The history of the storied estate at 3 West End 
Road goes as follows: The house was designed 
by architect Joseph Greenleaf Thorpe in 1897. It 
was purchased in 1913 by Robert Hill and his wife 
Anna Gilman Hill, who hired landscape designer 
Ruth Bramley to design the garden, including the 
ornate concrete walls from Spain that give the estate 
its name. 

In 1924, Phelan Beale and Edith Ewing Bouvier 
Beale purchased the house. Phelan was a law partner 
of John Bouvier, Jr. and had married Bouvier’s 
daughter, Edith. (Bouvier’s Further Lane home, 
Lasata, where the young Jacqueline Bouvier Kennedy 
Onassis was a frequent visitor, also just sold.) 

Phelan Beale left his wife, and for many years Edith, 
known as “Big Edie,” and her daughter, “Little Edie,” 
lived alone in increasing poverty, mental illness and 
squalor, mostly ignored by their relations. They

became famous in 1975 when the Maysles brothers 
released a documentary, Grey Gardens, showing the 
pair’s daily lives and their relationship. The film is 
now considered a classic. Eventually, embarrassed 
by the publicity generated by the film, the Beale’s 
cousin Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis had the house 
cleaned up. 

After Big Edie’s death, Little Edie put Grey 
Gardens on the market. In 1979, Ben Bradlee, 
who was then the editor of the Washington Post, 
and his wife Sally Quinn, also a journalist, purchased 
the estate for $220,000. The house was in terrible 
condition—the agent refused to even set foot 
inside and Quinn recalled later that the home “was 
worse than in the movie,” although Little Edie told

the Bradlees, “All it needs is a coat of paint!” 

The Bradlees lovingly restored and renovated 
the dignified old place. The property is 1.7 acres 
with still-stunning gardens, while the house boasts 
10 bedrooms and 6.5 baths. It probably needs some 
updates, including in the quirky kitchen, but is 
basically fine as-is. Were we the buyer, we’d insist 
the framed posters of the movie and the story’s HBO 
adaptation be included. (Cans of cat food and hot 
plates in every bedroom are extra, of course.
